REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 


January 1, 1959 


The past year we came out with very little overdraft. Several roads 
were tarred but were figured very close and there was an overdraft on 
some. To offset this | cut down on tarring but am in hopes that two roads 
that should have been done do not break up too much this winter. 


We have made a check of the mileage of our roads and they are as 
follows: Class Five, 285 miles; Class Six, 12 miles; Tarred roads, 183 


miles. 


One bill on the grader was for a front wheel that broke and we had 
to get a new one. Another was for a clutch, while installing it we found 
a few gears worn which we replaced. 


We replaced more culverts this year as we tarred more than usual. 
The roads where replacements were made ran into more drilling and 
blasting than was expected. We had one bill for installation of a hy- 
draulic wing on one truck. This should not have to be done again for 
four of five years, which will be a great saving. 


| have spoken about trees along the roads the past three years. We 
have not had much snow so far this winter so have accomplished quite a 
bit on this project. 


We have used more salt this winter than last and more sand than any 
winter for years. We bought one plow as voted last spring. This makes 
the Highway Department in good shape, far as | know, as of today. 


| appreciate the co-operation the Selectmen and the Citizens have 
given me this past year.

All Departments of the Town Government were audited: The Board of 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Clerk, Trustees of Trust Funds, Library 
and Water Department. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Exhibit A-1 contains the Balance Sheet for a two year period. This Ex- 
hibit reflects the Assets and the Liabilities at the close of the fiscal year 
December 31, 1958. The difference of which would show a Surplus or Debt 
whichever was larger. The financial condition of the Town of Raymond shows 
a Net Debt of $107,577.44. 


Exhibit A-2 contains the change in financial condition during the year. 
The debt decreased by $15,364.23, made by the following changes:

Collector took office. At that time a complete list of uncollected and un- 
redeemed taxes were given to the Selectmen, so they could recommit the list 
under warrant to the new Collector. As of this audit date, the list has not 
been completely recommitted. The State Law requires this to be done.

To the Selectmen & Citizens of Raymond: 


The following is a brief resume of the activities of your fire department, for 
1958. 


We had a total of twenty outside alarms of which five were false, three 
were for no school and one was for a Civil Defense alert, and we had a total 
of thirteen still alarms. 


We had a very good year as far as fire losses were concerned which means 
our Citizens were exceptionally careful with fire. 


We tried to organize a rescue squad during the spring, but were hampered 
by the lack of equipment. We had three very fine so called 'skin divers' who 
did their practicing with our fresh air masks. They could only stay under 
water for six or seven minutes with our masks, whereas with regular diving 
masks a tank of air will allow them to stay down for nearly an hour. 


Raymond needs an ambulance very badly, and | believe we can purchase 
one and equip it with not too much expense. However | recommend that the 
ambulance service and a rescue squad be handled thru our Civil Defense Or- 
ganization. Several of the Civil Defense members have had Red Cross train- 
ing infirst aid, and | feel that a Rescue Squad and Ambulance Service manned 
by Civil Defense personnel would give that Organization a much needed shot 
in the arm and help the whole Civil Defense setup. 


We had forty inspections during the year, thirty-four for oil burners, four 
for buildings and two for Day Nurseries. 


We must do something right away about an alarm system. | would recom- 
mend that the handling of the Red Network be put up for bid. We certainly 
cannot continue under the present setup. While we are on the subject of 
alarms, | would like to ask all Citizens that whenever they hear a steady 
ringing of an outside alarm bell whether it be on the outside of a factory or 
a residence to notify the fire dept. at once. It may mean the saving of some 
one's life, or the saving of thousands of dollars worth of property. 


During the early fall the fire dept. tested and greased all the hydrants in 
the system, and painted and coded them with the National Board of Under- 
writer's colors. 


We are indebted to Mr. Eccleston for keeping the snow plowed away from 
the front of the station with his tractor this winter; he did a fine job. 


| want to thank the members of the dept., for the fine housekeeping job 
they have done the past year. We have had many compliments from visitors 


on the condition of the station and the apparatus.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Raymond: 


In presenting my twelfth annual report of the schools of Raymond, may | 
express my appreciation and thanks for the kindness and understanding shown 
concerning the problems that have been partially completed and the hope 
that this continued understanding will prevail in the face of more complicated 
problems to come. 


A great step has been taken to meet, at least in part, the building needs 
as well as the academic needs of the district. When we were faced with the 
changes necessary to meet the minimum requirements although the financial 
problem was a very searching factor, the citizens were prevailed upon to ac- 
cept the inevitable and again bond themselves for construction purposes. 


We are, therefore, in the process of construction and a new bonded in- 
debtedness of $148,000. 


But the building program is not the total picture because it meets only a 
part of the needs of what the school requires. 


The teaching staff was increased by three regular teachers plus the in- 
creased load of the music department. These positions were created to re- 
lieve the staff in English, Mathematics, Science, and Foreign Languages. 
A full-time industrial arts instructor was elected to meet the expanded cur- 
riculum in this department. 


When the addition is ready for occupancy a rearrangement of rooms, 
classes, and teachers must be made to reduce present overloads in English 
and Social Science as well as space for an adequate library. As the school 
becomes larger, attention must be focused to the introduction of more classes 
in Foreign Languages and the Visual Arts (Arts and Crafts) which in turn, 
means more space, more teachers, and more classes. 


Whether we guess or just hope that our problems have been solved or not 
let us look to next year and the year following. One of the points brought 
out in the inspection of the school last year by the State Committee dealt 
with Health and Physical Education. This does not mean just athletics for a 
few youngsters for interscholastic competition. It means an established pro- 
gram of physical education for both boys and girls from Grade 1 to Grade 
12 - at least two full-time instructors. 


For the past three or four years discussions have been used to introduce the 
need for a full-time guidance counselor. In schools from all over the country 


guidance men and women are being hired for each 200 to 250 pupils. Even 
in the State of New Hampshire parents are "putting on the pressure" to get 
trained persons to help children as well as parents decide what is best for 
these youngsters and what can be done to help them become more desirable 
citizens. Not too long ago the only guidance along these lines in the school 
came directly under the jurisdiction of the principal who was teaching three 
or four classes a day and his teachers all of whom were able to use either study 
periods only or keep children after school for such purposes. 


Certain changes must be made in the overall picture of the school. Some- 
thing must be done to alleviate the crowded conditions in home economics 
and the lunch hour. The home economics classes have almost doubled, but 
the classroom space has remained constant. It is now necessary to schedule 
lunch periods from 11 A.M. to 1 P.M. because of the increased number of 
children taking hot lunches, but the space in the lunch area has not been 
enlarged. : 


At least three of the elementary teachers are carrying 40 pupils in a room. 
Whenan attempt was made at the beginning of the year to reduce these num- 
bers so that the teaching time could be expanded for each child, many parents 
and even two or three teachers refused to accept it. Perhaps the answer is 
to hire more teachers and ask these same parents to pay the bill. 


Make no mistake about it, your schools are going to increase in the num- 
ber of children every year. Some years the increase will be more and some 
years the increase will be less. And Raymond will gether share as long as 
there are good schools. This business of school enrollments is the basic reason 
why school costs are increasing. Do not put the blame on your teachers, or 
construction, or anything else. Schools were established for children. If 
there were no children we would not need teachers or books and supplies, 
minimum requirements and debt. 


One of the largest, if not the largest, item in the budget is teachers’ sal - 
aries. Our salary cost for 1958-59 is about $70,000. Teachers just gradu- 
ating from college are asking $3,700 while teachers in science, industrial 
arts, home economics, and mathematics are asking for over $4,000. Is it any 
wonder that this item is important? Of course, teachers in these special 
fields are hard to find and school districts are competing for their services 
especially outside the state. 


There were a number of recommendafions made in last year's report con- 
cerning the physical condition of the plant. Some of these have been com- 
pleted, but there are still some very important items to be considered if the 
building is to be made safe and usable. These recommendations include 
fluorescent lighting in all rooms on the first floor, crash bars on more of the 
doors and the purchase of more fire extinguishers, the installation of a work - 
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able sprinkler system, and some safety measures taken to protect the building 
and children through the stairwells with fire doors. 


With the completion of the addition, attention should be turned toward 
the improvement of the main building as well as the so-called science lab- 
oratory. In the main building we have two problems which could be solved 
together and which have been discussed earlier -- the space for the lunch 
Program and the space for the home economics department. Both are inad - 
equate at the present time. For some years now, these problems have been 
discussed at board meetings, but up to the present time nothing has really 
been resolved. The science laboratory will be partially solved for use when 
the shop is moved to the new building, but there are still many alterations 
needed before it would be accepted as an adequate science laboratory. 


There are many changes to come in 1959-1960 and the next five years 
following. With these changes education in Raymond will have reached a 
point in its growth when there will be no retrenchment and no turning back. 
| firmly and honestly believe that the district has already laid the foundation 
of a cooperative school system. How fast and how far this era in education 
will go,will depend upon the wise use of the facilities of the district dnd the 
area it will be required to serve. 


| hope that the people of Raymond will hold fast to the best minds in the 
community whobelieve in education first as the bulwark of American Democ 
racy and elect future school boards with care and caution in order to preserve 
and augment what the future is foretelling.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


To the Superintendent and the School Board: 


In this our seventh annual report, we are departing from the usual format 
to list what we consider some very vital items for your immediate considera- 
tion. We are now going through a period of transition; the emergence from 
which, will find a more comprehensive educational program for the Children 
of Raymond. 


INSTRUCTION AND RELATED PROBLEMS 


The most important item in the educative process is the teacher. The 
teacher is basic to any sound program. Therefore, one of the most important 
factors in providing the quality of education we all desiré is continuity in 
teaching. In the past three years we have had nineteen new teachers. This 
is an average of better than one third turnover in a year. Needless to say 
this seriously hampers the educative process in our school . 


Getting and keeping good teachers seems to be our number one problem. 
Especially, is keeping good teachers a problem. It has been interesting to 
study the reasons for teachers leaving. In some instances we have lost them 
for personal reasons, such as: marriage, pregnancy, jobs nearer home and so 
forth. Many have left for better financial opportunities. Some have left 
because we have failed to show them a future with opportunity here in Ray- 
mond. In terms of hiring and keeping teachers at least a few years, | believe 
that a salary schedule is necessary. Teachers want to see in print "a future 
with opportunity" referred to above. It would seem to me that present policy 
has relegated us to the status of a teacher training institution which is not in 
the best interest of our children. 


A salary schedule is something that teachers, board members and taxpayers 
could work on together. This would include fringe benefits, such as sick 
leave and summer study. Then, when a prospective teacher asks, "What 
does the future hold for a teacher in Raymond?" he could be answered, but 
positively. 


| feel that we have been fortunate in our selection of new staff members 
this year. With a minimum of exceptions this group has the potential of be- 
ing one that is worthy of being held together for awhile. | direct your con- 
sideration toward this end. 


Another problem related to instruction is the placement of classes in the 
new addition. There are several possible solutions. It might be well to look 
ahead, as whatever is decided has serious implications for the future. 


INSTRUCTIONAL EQUIPMENT 


Some of the equipment, we have now, procured in the past six years, 
inclues: A film projector (which needs replacing), a moving picture pro- 
jector, two screens, a record player, a tape recorder, an overhead projec- 
tor with tachistascope attachment, one |.B.M. electric typewriter, an elec- 
tric eye testing machine, an audiometer, two spirit duplicating machines, 
(one war surplus), a mimeograph machine, two adding machines, (one elec- 
tric) and twenty-one typewriters (including: Smith-Coronas, Underwoods, 
Remingtons and Royals), plus eight sewing machines, two of which need re- 
placing. 


We need a physicians' scale and measuring device for the nurses' room. 
We should replace three or four typewriters. We should add two kitchen 
units to our Home Economics set-up. 


At this stage of the game it would seem that we should start planning on 
renovating our present science laboratory and adding equipment. Especially 
since money will be made available for such equipment and remodeling under 
the National Defense Education Act of 1958, Title III. This act would pro- 
vide for the acquisition of laboroatry equipment for science, for strengthen- 
ing instruction in science, mathematics and modern foreign language, and 
minor remodeling. The details of making this money available to local dis- 
tricts are currently being worked out by the N.H. Department of Education. 


BUILDING EQUIPMENT AND RENOVATION 


Over the years we have sanded all of the floors in the old part of the 
building and most of the rooms have been painted. This is a program that 
must be continued if we are to keep the building in relatively good condition. 


The window casing sashes need repainting on the outside, and some putty - 
ing needs to be done. 


Installation of fluorescent lights in two rooms on the first floor is a step 
in the right direction. We recommend that you continue this program at the 
rate of two rooms per year until completion. 


FIRE SAFETY RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Crash bars on all exits. (One side of doorway at South Front Exit and 
Kitchen Doors.) 

More fire extinguishers. 

Improvements on alarm system to include switches on each floor. 
Examine the possibility of installing a sprinkler system. 

Enclose stair wells with fire doors. 

6. Monthly inspection of premises by Fire Chief or designated substitute. 
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LUNCH PROGRAM 


A look atthe future of our lunch program would seem in order at this time. 
With a total enrollment approximating four hundred and fifty, about four 
hundred are staying for lunch, either hot or cold. Feeding about two-hundred 
and sixty-five youngsters a day in the present hot lunch setup, necessitates 
five lunch periods extending from 11:00 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. If we were to 
consider moving the kitchen into the present home economics room and vice 
versa, and using the gym for a dining area we could accommodate both the 
Elementary School and the High School at two sittings. This would not only 
effect economies in time administratively, -but would effect more efficient 
operation of the entire lunch program. 


At the present rate of growth of the hot lunch program, space is at a pre- 
mium. Soon our stove capacity will be inadequate, if it hasn't reached that 
point already. Storage facilities for dishes, pots, pans and staples is bother- 
ing at present and will get worse. An overall study of this area might be in 
order and could include such persons as the Board (or Member of the Board) , 
Superintendent, Principal and Director of the Hot Lunch Program. Miss Cut- 
ter of the State Department could be used as a consultant at no expense to 
the Board. 


PLAYGROUND 


First, would come the question of moving the existing equipment. In the 
spring we may have a better idea of where the road around the building will 
be relocated and proceed from there. We may like to consider additional 
equipment in view of expanded enrollments. 


OFFICE 


With the current expansion in enrollment and physical facility | feel that 
a most important and necessary adjunct tothe system will be a full time office 
secretary. Much of the administrative process is routine and could be handled 
easily by a secretary. Supervision is another matter and one that cannot be 
handled by other than trained personnel . 


SHOP 


With a new shop facility in the offing two questions need answering; (1) 
What type of curriculum do we intend to offer? (2) What kind of equipment 
will we need to do the job? Once we have answered the first question’, then 
we shouldimmediately set about determining our requirements for the second. 
Mr. Earl Little, head of the Vocational Arts Department of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, would be a valuable consultant to the Board in both of 
these matters. Time is fleeting and decisions have to be made. 
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JANITOR 


Our Custodial service has been excellent under very trying conditions. | 
mean the condition of pupil overload that we have been carrying in each 
classroom. The new addition poses the problem of increased janitorial serv- 
ice and how we plan to cope with it. It would appear to me that with the 
increased area to be serviced, we could well use another full time man. We 


certainly cannot get along with less than part time help for at least one half 
a working day. 


MUSIC PROGRAM 


While the vocal and appreciation classes are now in operation, we are 
still one offering short, in that we are not offering instrumental music. | 
believe that we should furtherexplore the sharing of a qualified teacher with 
some other district, in this Union, if possible. 


LIBRARY 


With the new addition we must consider the problem of setting up a library 
facility somewhere in the school plant. This means we will need shelf space 
and drawer-table file cabinets. We will also need a supplementary book 
fund, set aside for the purchase of materials. 


EDUCATIONAL T. V. 


We have been told that Channel 11 will be in operation in February or 
March of 1959 and so it would be reasonable to expect that some programm- 
ing for Elementary as well as High School would be available during the 
present school year. 


There isn't too much that can be said specifically relative to the utiliza- 
tion of this media at this time, however, it is something to think about. 


In closing we wish to express our thanks to the various civic organizations 
for their continued interest in the welfare of our children. 


May we also take this opportunity to express our gratitude to our hard 
working staff. Thank you one and all, most sincerely. ‘ 


And may we thank you, our fellow townspeople for your continued co- 
operation and support.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and audit of the ac- 
counts of the Raymond School District which was made by this Division, act- 
ing under authority of Chapter 71, Section 27, of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated, which provides in part as follows: 


“Audit on Motion of Commission. The (Tax) Commission may cause an 
audit to be made of the accounts of any city, town, school district, village 
district or precinct, as often as once in two years, or whenever conditions 
appear to it to warrant such audit." 


This audit covered the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958, and the period 


from July Ist to October 14, 1958. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included 
as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records of 
the School Board and the School District Treasurer. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A) 
Comparative Balance Sheets as of June 30, 1957 and June 30, 1958, are 


presented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein, the Net Debt decreased by 
$4,927.75 during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 
An analysis of the change in financial condition of the School District 
during the fiscal year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors which caused the 


change indicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures - Estimated and 
Actual Revenues: (Exhibit C & D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, estimated and 
actual revenues for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958, are presented in 
Exhibits C and D. As indicated by the Budget Summary (Exhibit D), a rev- 
enue surplus of $1,993.70, less a net overdraft of appropriations of $5.95, 
resulted in a net budget surplus of $1,927.75. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1958, made up in accordance with the uniform classification of 
accounts, is included in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of 
June 30, 1958, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Statement of Bonded Indebtedness: (Exhibit |-1) 


A statement of outstanding bonded indebtedness as of June 30, 1958, 
showing annual debt service requirements, is contained in Exhibit I-1. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Summary of Bond Issues and Retirements - June 30, 1948 to June 30, 1958: 
(Exhibit 1-2) 


A summary statement of bonds issued and retired during the period June 
30, 1948 to June 30, 1958 is presented in Exhibit 1-2. As indicated by 
this statement and by Exhibit I-1, outstanding bonds of the School District 
on June 30, 1958 amounted to $7,000.00. The financial report of the School 
District for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1958, which was filed with this 
office, indicated the amount of outstanding bonds to be $5,000.00. 
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In Exhibit 1-2, there is shown: 


(1) Amounts of bond issues, maturities and balances 
outstanding as per audit records. 


and 


(2) Amounts of bond issues, maturities and balances 
outstanding per School District reports. 


It is noted that since June 30, 1950, the amount of bonds outstanding has 


been incorrectly stated each year in the annual financial reports of the School 
District. 


Invoices or Detailed Statements: 


Instances were noted where payments were made by the School District 
which were supported only by an unsigned note to the School Board, rather 
than an invoice or signed statement by the person requesting the payment. 
It is recommended that all payments be supported by invoices if possible, or 
by statements showing the detail of the expense which should be signed by 
the person or persons authorizing such payments. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955 require that this report 
or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall 
be published in the next annual report of the School District. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Raymond School District for 
their assistance during the course of the audit.
